Governor Robert L. Ehrlich,

Jr. announced major reforms to
the state’s brownfield cleanup
program Nov. 21, making it
easier for developers to join the
volunteer cleanup and redevel-
opment of the contaminated in-
dustrial sites.  Governor Ehrlich
also announced that a coordina-
tor will be hired to market the
program, work with local gov-
ernments and developers and
market sites with strong devel-
opment potential.

“Cleaning up brownfield
properties and putting them back
into productive use has been a
priority of my administration
from day one,” the governor
said. “Today we are announcing

across-the-board changes in the
way we run and market the vol-
untary cleanup program.”

Brownfields are properties
contaminated, or thought to be
contaminated, with industrial
wastes or other pollutants.  Once
cleaned, they are ideal sites for
development because they are
near existing infrastructure and
population centers.

“In addition to cleaning up
contamination,” Governor
Ehrlich said, “a successful

brownfields program leads to
more jobs, increased tax rev-
enues and revitalized communi-
ties.”

Governor Ehrlich said the de-
cision to create the redevelop-
ment coordinator position is the
key to his brownfield initiative.
“Maryland’s old program was
too often reactive,” he said. “As
a result, customer service suf-
fered and there was a lack of
certainty about the process and

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Agency chief,
students test
streams

Students and teachers re-
cently joined Maryland De-
partment of the Environment
(MDE) Acting Secretary
Kendl P. Philbrick to test lo-
cal waterways. On Nov. 4 the
acting secretary visited
Oakdale Elementary School
in Ijamsville and on Oct. 14
sampled the waters near
Linton Springs Elementary in
Sykesville, seen above. The
effort is part of MDE’s con-
tinuous environmental edu-
cation and stewardship initia-
tive and also helped mark
World Water Monitoring Day
in the state. MDE recently
provided 10 schools across
the state with simple water
quality monitoring kits con-
taining 50 sets of tests that
students can use to gather

data on four important mea-
sures of water quality – dis-
solved oxygen, pH, tempera-
ture, and clarity. By participat-
ing, Maryland students re-
ceive a hands-on experience
in assessing the condition of
their local environment – es-
pecially in light of impact of
Hurricane Isabel. Students
will also be using some of the
same basic tests that MDE
uses to develop objective infor-
mation needed for the assess-
ment, protection, and restora-
tion of Maryland waters.

Building sandcastles on the

beach, splashing in the pool, and
picking tomatoes from the gar-
den – all familiar summertime
activities.  Activities suited for
warm, sunny weather. But ear-
lier this summer, many folks
wondered if there would be a
good day for the beach or
whether any tomatoes would
grow. There just wasn’t much
sun peeking through the clouds.
In fact, it rained most days from
May through mid-June. Quite a
contrast from the spring and
summer of 2002.

By the beginning of summer
2002, Maryland, as most states
on the East Coast, was in the
midst of an extreme drought. In
August, groundwater and wells
were at record low levels and
water-use restrictions were in
effect in most of the state. The
lack of rain led to a higher num-
ber of wildfires, dead vegetation,
poor crop production and poor
air quality. The weather condi-
tions were just right for the for-
mation of ground level ozone, an
air pollutant that is harmful to
human health and the environ-
ment.

Ground level ozone is a sec-
ondary air pollutant that forms
when primary pollutants react to
strong sunlight. Primary pollut-
ants are emitted from industrial
sources, mobile sources and
other human activities such as
lawn maintenance. The clear
skies last year allowed the in-
tense sunlight to cook those
chemical compounds in the at-
mosphere to form ozone. The
absence of rain allowed pollut-
ants to remain suspended for
long periods. In 2002, the Balti-
more area experienced 16 Code
Red bad air days when ozone
reached unhealthy levels and

A Tale of Two Summers

Area breathed easier
this summer than last

exceeded the federal one-hour
ozone standard. The Washing-
ton, D.C. metro area had nine
Code Red days. These numbers
were significantly higher than
the seasonal averages of 11 for
Baltimore and six for Washing-
ton, D.C.

In comparison, during this
past summer, Maryland saw
higher than normal rainfall,
overcast cloudy skies, and gen-
erally good to moderate air qual-
ity. Through the first week of
August, Maryland experienced
two Code Red bad air days that
occurred on June 25 and 26, co-
inciding with a period of dry,
sunny and hot weather.

 The contrast in the weather of
the past two summers shows
how weather plays an  important
role in air quality. Although we
cannot control the weather, we
can control what we release into
the air. When weather conditions
are in place to cause ozone for-
mation, the Maryland Depart-
ment of the Environment (MDE)
advises the public to take vol-
untary actions to reduce emis-
sions of air pollutants. Some
of these actions are as easy as
not using a gasoline-powered
lawn mower. Other actions
may involve planning ahead
such as getting up earlier to
use public transit for the morn-
ing commute.

Objects made of recycled and

used materials, that would have
otherwise gone in the trash, were
all on display in a different way
at the Maryland Department of
the Environment’s (MDE) 2nd

Annual “Rethink Recycling”
sculpture contest held Nov. 13
to celebrate America Recycles
Day (ARD). ARD is a national
event that promotes recycling,
source reduction, reuse, and the
purchase of recycled content
products.

Students, teachers, parents,
county and state government
officials, corporate businesses,
media representatives, museum
and national organizations gath-
ered together to observe hand
crafted animals, robots, water
fountains, wedding dresses, and
more fashioned from discarded
waste materials.

Thirty-nine high school stu-
dents from schools across Mary-
land created the sculptures for
exhibition and judging. Sculp-
tures were judged on creativity,
use of recycled materials, work-
manship, and popularity.  The
sculpture contest challenged stu-
dents to innovatively and artis-
tically use recycled materials
as a solution to waste reduc-
tion.  This event generated a
tremendous amount of enthu-
siasm from the students, their
parents and teachers.

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the amount of time required to
get approval. Today’s an-
nouncement solves those prob-
lems.”

Key reforms of the brownfield
program include:

•  The Voluntary Cleanup Pro-
gram (VCP) application has
been overhauled, cut from 22
pages to eight pages, with a
simple checklist that will help
developers submit an applica-
tion that meets agency require-
ments.

•  A comprehensive guide has
been developed to provide step-
by-step instructions, sample ap-
plications and FAQs.

•  The VCP will have its own

web site, hosted by Department
of the Environment servers,
found at: www.mde.state.md.us/
brownfields and distinctive de-
sign.

•  A marketing plan is being
developed to promote the VCP.

•  MDE will continue to pro-
vide workshops and training for
consultants, bankers, developers
and local governments.

•  A geographic information
system (GIS) mapping function
on the web site, along with
Internet access to public records
of sites, will greatly expand the
quantity and quality of informa-
tion that is available.

Kendl P. Philbrick, Acting

Secretary of the Environment,
said the initial response from
stakeholders has been very posi-
tive. “When we began working
on these reforms, we had input
from local governments, devel-
opers, consultants, lenders and
environmentalists, and we lis-
tened very closely,” Philbrick
said. “This is a very customer-
friendly program today, and one
that will benefit Maryland’s en-
vironment and economy.”

He said that program staff
have been trained to be more
responsive to applicants, which
will improve overall review of
cleanup plans.

“When there is a problem,”

Philbrick said, “we are going to
pick up the phone or send an e-
mail. We understand that time
is important to development de-
cisions, and we’re going to op-
erate in real time with this pro-
gram.”

The Voluntary Cleanup Pro-
gram was enacted in 1997. VCP
provides a release of liability
and “certainty” regarding envi-
ronmental requirements. It pro-
vides timelines for MDE re-
views and determinations. Com-
panion legislation created the
Brownfields Revitalization Incen-
tive Program under the Department
of Business and Economic Devel-
opment.

probation and fined $2,500. In
suspending the fine, Judge Slade
noted that Snowden had spent 47
days in jail awaiting trial after
failing to appear for his sched-
uled trial in August. The maxi-
mum criminal penalty for haul-
ing scrap tires without a license
is a $10,000 fine.

Snowden was arrested in a
stolen truck filled with tires in
Washington, D.C. on December
5, 2002, after authorities learned
that he had hauled scrap tires
from a Mechanicsville tire store
a day earlier. Investigators with
the District of Columbia Metro-
politan Police Department’s En-
vironmental Crimes Unit and the
Attorney General’s Environ-

mental Crimes Unit were able
to trace the tires back to sev-
eral locations in St. Mary’s and
Prince George’s counties.
Snowden had his scrap tire
hauler’s license revoked by the
Maryland Department of the
Environment in 1999. Criminal
charges in Prince George’s
County and the District of Co-
lumbia are still pending.

“The illegal disposal of scrap
tires is not only a public health
threat, but a blight on commu-
nities around our state,” Attor-
ney General Curran said. “It is
the responsibility of tire store
owners to use only licensed
haulers to block the flow of il-
legally dumped tires.”

Maryland requires tire dealers to
use licensed scrap tire haulers to
help prevent illegal tire dumping.
Last year, the Maryland Depart-
ment of the Environment spent
over $2.6 million to clean-up il-
legal scrap tire dumps. Individual
property owners are also victim-
ized with untold additional clean-
up costs each year.

This conviction follows a joint
investigation conducted by the
Environmental Crimes Units of
the Office of the Attorney Gen-
eral and the District of Columbia
Metropolitan Police Department,
the Maryland State Police with
the assistance of the Maryland
Department of the Environment’s
Scrap Tire Program.

of Homeland Security’s Federal
Emergency Management Agency
(FEMA), the money represents
more than $20.5 million in housing
assistance, $7.5 million in assistance
for other needs such as personal
property, transportation and medi-
cal expenses, $44.2 million in low
interest loans from the U.S. Small
Business Administration (SBA) and
more than $9.6 million in funds to
rebuild infrastructure.

As part of the recovery effort, in
early November state officials
implemented a coordinated plan to
remove soil contaminated by heat-
ing oil from the exterior of homes
along the coastal areas of the Chesa-
peake Bay at no cost to
homeowners.

In an unprecedented move,
FEMA agreed to provide funding
for 75 percent of the eligible costs
to the State of Maryland for clean-
ing up homeowner’s yards contami-
nated with home heating oil spilled
during the storm surge.  Maryland
state government is paying for the
remaining costs.

Oil that spilled on the ground has
the potential to contaminate
ground water and pose health
risks to residents that rely on

well water for drinking.
“The cooperation of FEMA,

state and local government was
absolutely essential in addressing
this difficult public health and en-
vironmental issue,” said Maryland
Department of Planning Secretary
Audrey E. Scott who is coordinat-
ing the state’s response to Hurri-
cane Isabel.

MDE has taken the lead in the
effort and has identified almost
500 contaminated properties. “It
is important homeowners know
that this action is necessary to pro-
tect their health, waters of the state
and assist in getting their lives back
to normal,” said MDE Acting Sec-
retary Kendl P. Philbrick.

The Maryland Department of
General Services (DGS) is con-
tracting commercial firms to ob-
tain soil samples from properties.
The purpose of the soil samples is
to determine the extent of contami-
nation and the amount of soil that
must be removed.

DGS is  using contractors to
conduct the removal of the soil and
replace it with clean fill, then re-
store the sites with topsoil, grass
seed and straw mulch.

As of press time, more than 225

property owners had signed access
agreements and field testing was con-
cluded at 126 sites. Eighty-three of
those sites need remediation. Soil re-
moval was completed at 33 locations.

Remediation operations began in
Anne Arundel and Baltimore coun-
ties, two of the jurisdictions with the
heaviest impact from the Hurricane
Isabel storm surge. The following is
a summary of the Isabel recovery
activity and statistics:

• $20,511,816 was disbursed to
residents to assist with temporary
housing and home repairs; 11,378

property inspections were com-
pleted.

• More than 8,600 people visited
FEMA/MEMA/Local Disaster Re-
covery Centers. The average pay-
out from FEMA is about $3,000.
Most of the federal assistance is in
the form of low-interest loans.
